year the dirty notes tend to 
be less conspicuous than in 
the stmmer. The Chinese 
New Year brought o fod 
of crisp new dollars on the 
market, but deterioration 
‘ia rapid. About half the 
total issue has to be burnt 
ench year, This high 
destruction rate and efforts 
to improve their quality, 
cost Hongkong almost 2 
million dollars last year. 
They acquire av reputation 
of untouchubility too quickly 
and the coin is a much more 
sensible iden, 

One grumble so far heard 
that the weight of the 
number af coins now 
carried as dollar nutes by 
the average person will be 
excessive, particularly as 
there are coins.of smaller 
‘denominations as well. 
The argument is a poor 
one, In the United States, 
there are five denominu- 
tlons ‘of coln and in 
Britain, ‘seven. In prewar 
Shanghni not only were 
there several d&nomina- 
tions but the bus companies 
insucd aluminium, tokens for 
the purchase of tickets.
